HIGHLIGHTS OF NOTE: In March, I took the first 
step toward building a system of universal 
child care in Santa Clara County by directing 
administrative staff to create a plan that will 
provide child care to County employees 
beginning in the new fiscal year through a 
combination of onsite services, subsidies and 
emergency care options.
